To make good butter, all having care of 
cos and milk should work in 1. 
conscientiously, and harmonionsly, each de- 
termined to do his dest bis very dest 
and to de it every day.”’ 

Then baying good butter cows, they may 
adopt the following plan with success: 

(1) Keep cows in clean, warn, ventilated 
atables in winter 

(2) Treat gently ; 
regularly. 

A3) Pood in winter Corn, oats, ground, 
mix with bran, scald and salt eccasionally ; 
also carrots, pumk ius, timothy, clover, 
and cornstalks. Avoid turnips, ea dbage, and 
decaying vegetables.

In cane an Auditor appointed by the 
County Council refuses or to act, 
the head of the council is given authority to 
heminate another. 

A is made in the returns to be 
Government, se that Auditers 
and Treasurers transmit “information to the 
Bureau of Industries. 

Where from money on hand, or increased 
value of property liable to assesement, it is 
mot necessary to raise the full rate under a 
by-law, Councils are given power to pass a 
by-law reducing the rate for future years, 
instead of having to pass a by-law annually 
as at present. 

The powers Councils have hitherto had 
in regulating size and number of doors, ete., 
in churches, theatres, halls, or other build- 
ings used for places of worship, public 
meetings or places of amusements, are ex- 
tended to hospitalry, schools, colleges, or 
buildings of a like nature; and the strength 
‘of walls, beams joists and their supports, 
are to be subject to regulation ; and power is 
given to compel production of plans of all 
zuch buildings for inspection. 

When a polling place fixed by by-law 
cannot be obtained, or is found unsuitable, 
the Clerk is given power to choose the 
nearest suitable building available for the 
purpose, giving due notice to the voters, 

The Council of an ineroporated village is 
given power to purchase land for a cemetery 
within the village on approval of the Local 
Board of Health, ratified by the Provineial 
Board. 

Power is given to charge a license fee on 
cireuses, etc., up to $500, instead of $100 as 
at present. ; 

y-laws changing names of streets are 
made anbject to approval of the County 
Judge. 

Power ie given to license and regulate 
shops where tobaccos and cigars are sold 
and to prevent the sale to children under 
fourteen, unless on the written order of 
parent# or guardians. 

Where an action is brought to rebover 
damages from a municipal corporation on 
account of an obstruction, excavation or 
opening in a street or bridge, the corporation 
is to have a remedy over against the person 
who caused the obstruetion or opening. 

The legislation of last year on the 
„bridge question is repealed, and the law 
is left as it was previously. 

Where a council, by a two-thirds vote, 
decide that the constructing or erecting of 


the general benefit, and that it would be 
e e to assess the whole cost on the 
locality, they may pass a by-law and borrow 
money to pay one-half by the municipality. 

Two hundred electors in towns, or a 
hundred in villages and townships, are given 
power by petition to compel Ceuneils to 
submit by-laws for the construction of water 


works. 

There are some other amendments to the 
municipal law bot these are the principal 
ones.
